Bray Drowning 
Tragedy 


Three young men, who. were. bath- 
ing in the sea off the Esplanade 
Baths, Bray, yesterday,got into dif- 
iculti ite gallant rescue 
efforts, one of them, Mr. TI 
Kenny (23), Carlton terrace, Novara 
read, Bray, was drowned. 

The names of the rescued men 
are:—Mr. Jack Deignan, who was 
on holiday in Bray; and his brother, 
Mr. Eamonn Deignan, who resides 
‘with his uncle at Novara terrace. 
It was later learned ‘that Jack 
Deignan, who was not a stron 
swimmer, got into difficulties, an 
that his brother and Kenny were 
attempting to save him when Kenny 
also got into difficulties and was 
drowned. 

The three young men were the 
cnly people bathing at the time. 
Their cries for help attracted two 
men, named Toft and Ward, who 
procured lifebelts and rushed along 
the slip-board .to their assistance. 
Cthers who joined in the effort were 
Messrs. Lawler and Pocock, who 
piunged into the sea fully clothed 
and hauled Jack Deignan, who was 
unconscious, ‘ashore. Lawler re- 
mained with him to administer first 
aid, and Pocock went back to the 
rescue of the other two men, When 
he reached Eamonn Deignan, he saw 
that he was not in danger, and so 
he proceeded to swim out to Thomas 
Kenny. Before he could reach him, 
however, Kenny disappeared. His 


body was not recovered for about 
three hours.

1,691 Axis machines destroyed or 
captured. . ‘ 

Allied tank losses were 103, and 
gun losses 251—both tigures include 
those sunk during landing opera- 
tions, Taking the estimated number 
of German troops at one time on the 
island at 70 to 75,000 General 
Eisenhower stated that German 
losses from all causes during the un- 
successful stand certainly amounted 
to 50,000, not including the unknown 
number lost while attempting to 
escape to the Italian mainland. 


HEAVY EQUIPMENT 


The remainder of the German 
forces had reached the mainland 
tired and exhatsted. and with their 
morale certainly damaged. They had 
been forced to leave their heavy 
equipment behind. 

The German 
Agency stated: 

„About 40,000 men, including 
4,500 wounded, have reached the 
mainland of Italy, and 9,699 vehicles, 
100 guns and 47 tanks have also 
been removed from Sicily. 

The Allies have lost about 400 
tanks, 69 landing craft and one 
corvette. 

According to German calcula- 
tions, one-third of the Allied force 
of 15 divisions may be counted as 
lost. They have also lost more than 
500 planes.“ 

The Sicily campaign, it 1s officiall 
stated at Allied Headquarters, No 
Africa, ended ahead of schedule. 
Only 38 days were required to sweep 
the Germans from what they had 
boasted was one of the strongest bas- 
tions of Southern Europe, 

Heavy guns have now been set up 
by the Axis to defend the mainland 
opposite the Messina area. These 
opened up a barrage when the Allies 
occupied Messina, and since then a 
full-scale artillery battle has. been 
fought across the narrow straits.

OYSTER-BREEDING 
EXPERIMENTS 


Experiments in the breeding of 
oysters under controlled conditions 
was carried out last summer under 
the supervision of the Department 
of Agriculture in the Sea Fisheries 
Assoeiation's mussel cleansing tanks 
at Cromane, County Kerry. The 
results, according to the 1942 Report 
on the Sea and Inland Fisheries, 
were promising, considering the 
small scale of the experiment, 5,000 
young oysters having been obtained.

mental hospital boards and of all 
other local elective bodies, to 
State-appointed county managers. 
In such respects the Act marked 
a far-reaching departure from 
previous applications of the 
managerial principle, and created 
a system without’ precedent or 
counterpart in the field of public 
administration. Unlike eity 
managers in Dublin and other 
cities, whose duties were confined 
to the business of one local 
authority, the new officials were 
invested. with powers to control 
the affairs of all elected bodies— 
in some cases, more than a dozen 
councils and boards operating 
within county areas. While 
certain restricted powers—mainly 
those of striking and collecting 
local rates—remained nominally 
in the hands of local representa- 
tives, managers became respon- 
sible for the appointment and dis- 
missal of local officials and staffs, 
for the placing of contracts, and 
for all other important executive 
decisions. For two reasons we 
describe the powers reserved to 
local representatives as almost 
nominal. One reason is that 
managers are responsible for the 
preparation of annual estimates ; 
the other is that a large pro- 
portion of loca] expenditure is 
derived not from local rates, but 
from various Government grants. 
Our readers may recall this news. 
paper's criticisms of the Act when 
it was introduced. While welcom- 
ing the extension of the mana- 
gerial system, we were constrained 
to express certain fears concern- 
ing many of its provisions. We 
pointed out the unavoidable dis- 
sipation of managerial energies 
which would be entailed by the 
obligation to deal with the de- 
tailed business of a multiplicity 
of local bodies. We urged that a 
prior step should habe been to 
abolish some scores c diminutive 
town councils whose scanty 
populations and revenues made 
them quite unfit. for the discharge 
of to-day’s administrative duties. 
Furthermore, we took the view 
that discretionary powers which 
were transferred to the personal 
shoulders of managers could be 
safely entrusted only to a body of 
supermen. 

To what extent have these fears 
been justified? Is it the fact that 
local representatives, shorn of all 
real authority, are in a state f 
incipient rebellion against con- 
ditions of virtual dictatorship? 
Is it true that there has been an 
all-round lessening of local 
interest in the affairs of county 
councils and other local authori- 
ties? Have managers—as we 
feared— been disposed to regard 
themselves rather as civil servants 
directly responsible to the Depart- 
ment of Local Government than 
as independent interpreters of 
local ambitions and sentiment? 
While it is too soon to return a 
final answer to these questions, 
‘there is considerable and in- 
creasing evidence that serious 
changes are necessary if a breach 
is to be avoided as between 
public opinion and departmental 
requirements. Much, of course, 
may depend on the way in which 
managers interpret their duties 
and responsibilities. As moderators 
of the relationship between local 
councils and the Customs House— 
more concerned to conciliate local 
opinion than to earn a Ministerial 
enconium—they may do much to 
overcome the growth of hostility 
to the new dispensation. Despite 
the prudence and local loyalties of 
managers, we confess ourselves con- 
vinced that certain amendments 
must be introduced if the 
managerial system is not to suffer 
from general disrepute. Already 
it has been an admitted failure 
as it was designed to operate in 
the City and County of Dublin, 
where the Government has deemed 
it necessary to transfer important 
managerial duties—those of the 
County Council and the Board of 
Public Assistance—to nominees of 
the Minister for Local Govern- 
Such expedients, we 
hardly need say, cannot be 
attributed to any lack of mana- 
gerial abilities; for Dublin’s City 
and County Manager and his 
assistant are men of tried 
experience and capacity. The 
facts that extremely important 
provisions of the Act have had to 
be held in abeyance, and that the 
whole machinery of metropolitan 
management—as it was designed 
in the Act—remain in the 
melting · pot, are sufficient evidence 
of the need for prompt and far- 
reaching amendments. Pending 


such necessary changes, we venture 


to address a friendly word of

Yet, however vital it may 
be to civilian life, the bicycle ‘s 
so minor an accessory in the 
military field that it has received 
no benefit from the war-time 
spate of invention. A machine 
has been made, indeed, which 
will fold in the middle, so that 
it may be carried easily on the 
back of a paratrooper; but. the 
advantages of this model to the 
ordinary man, who is not accus- 
tomed to travelling by parachute, 
necessarily must be few, Not-only 
have armies failed to improve on 
the design of the cycle, but they 
have not made use of the best 
designs available. The soldier in 
service is expected to ride a 
heavy, straight up-and-down 
machine instead of a light modern 
sports model, Objections may be 
made to the three-speed gear, on 
the grounds that it is too liable io 
go out of order with rough usage ; 
but, even if that point be accepted, 
there is still no case for the heavy 
bicycle, when modern materials 
permit lightness without loss of 
strength. The cyclist, then, is un- 
likely to derive any special benefit 
in peace-time from a war-time 
stimulation of progress, since 
army authorities are themselves 
out of date, The aircraft, which 
improved almost out of recogni- 
tion between 1914 and 1918, will 
have benefited greatly ; the motor 
car, highly developed as it was in 
its pre-war form, will owe much 
in the post-war years to such 
models as the jeep, and to 
such organisers of production as 
Mr. Henry Kaiser; the bicycle, 
the friend of man throughout the 
emergency, will be again 
“ nobody’s darling.“

Such elaborations of grammar as 
may be seen in the classical lan- 
guages represents merely the life 
work of many generations of re- 
cluses, who were afforded time and 
leisure for their studies by the 
labours of slaves in the primitive 
communities they lived in. You 
have, I will allow, something re- 
motely comparable in this country 
to-day inasmuch as we have univer- 
aity foundations in which large 
salaries are paid for nominal duties 
in the belief that the professors will 
devote this leisure to genuine study. 
And yet, by what is surely a pre- 
sterous inversion, our simple Irish 
nguage, a pale copy of its gnarled 
prototypes, is the one thing that is 
completely unknown to most of these 
boys. I speak of. I think it is 
obvious that if the most highly 
sophisticated in the land do not 
know Irish, [rish cannot be known 
and the language does not exist. (I 
notice, by the way, that our stamps 
nowadays are overprinted with the 
slogan Labhair Gaedhilge, which 
means Speak Connacht Irish. Why 
Connacht Irish? Are we Bally- 
vourney people never to get a 
chance?) And if Irish does not 
exist, then (and 1 have the Gaelic 
League’s word for this) Ireland does 
not exist and the peace-loving 
nations of the earth are finally re- 
lieved of that embarrassing intru- 
der, the Irishman. And if that is 
true, why should I once again fork 
out my ten guineas a year to the 
5 above in Ely Place, in order 
to be protected from foreign 
“infiltration in industry and in 
order to get a leg-up, muryaa, for 
that job of chief malt-smeller in 
Guinness’s where—according to my 
friend Kenmare—they have no in- 
fluence at all! 
A pity about the disappearance of 
us Irish, really.

It does not im- 
prove milk, but is a commercial ex- 
pedient whereby the transition from 
stale milk to dangerous, rotten milk 
is delayed.

IF NO RAILS EXISTED? 


About, fifteen years "Eo when it 
was proposed to extend Dublin city's 
tramcar services over a reconstructed 
track to Lucan, the present writer 
asked one of the men concerned-- 
Would you think of such a plan if 
a tramway line were not already in 
existence? Yes—was his reply—and 
I would extend the service to Cel. 
bridge or even further. So many 
thousands of pounds found their way 
into an enterprise which soon proved 
itself unable to resist the inroads 
of *bus pioneers. 

That seems to be the kind of 
question which opponents of road 
transport—for merchandise as well as 
passenger traffic—well might consider 
to-day, If no railway track were in 
existence, what railways would 
transport entrepreneurs propose to 
build? Would they, so to speak, 
prefer to put their money on new 
systems of rail or of road trans- 
port? If the transport slate were 
clean, what would they propose to 
write on it? 


RAILWAY LIMITATIONS 


Broadly, and for good reasons, the 
answer hardly can be in doubt. For 
what good reasons? First—one sug- 
gests—because the majority of public 
road services have proved to be 
profitable, while railway profits have 
steadily declined. (Momentary pros- 
perity due to emergency demands do 
not affect the substantial accuracy 
of these facts.) Secondly, because, 
apart from public road transport 
services, the private car has induced 
increasing numbers of railwa 
re gy to use the open road. 

hirdly, there is the fact that manu- 
facturers and merchants find it more 
convenient and economic to dis- 
tribute and collect their goods by 
their own road vehicles than by 
public railway services.

But, Ministers may say—the 
transport slate is not clean. Rail- 
ways are there, and, even at pre-war 
depreciated prices of stocks, the 
G. S. R. shareholders’ property was 
worth some £10 or £12 millions. Is 
it suggested that their property should 
disappear without some form of 
compensation? To that question 
many answers might be returned, 
One would ba an echo of the cry of 
railway protagonists who declared 
that the country could not support 
two competing systems of national 
transport. Duplications, they said, 
would mean waste of capital and 
maintenance outlay. If that be true, 
the question now is under which 
heading should economies be effected. 
The answer now proposed to that 
question is that the annual costs of 
railway maintenance, if transferred 
to an amortisation and improvement 
fund, would be sufficient to insure 
railway shareholders against further 
losses of capital and substantially to 
reinforce the funds which now are 
available for the construction and 
maintenance of modern national high- 
ways. The unavoidable alternative 
is a continuance of declaredly waste- 
ful expenditure—for nobody yet has 
ventured to sug est that railway 
monopolies should be restored. So 
the question that remains is—what 
railways, if any, should remain? If 
none existed, which of them would 
we build?

. A Historic Guild 


When 1 wrote recently of the 
“ Gild of Merchants of the Holy and 
Undivided Trinity,” whose motto, 
Deo ‘Aspirante, is inscribed on the 
two Irish seventeenth century loving 
cups which fetched £1,200 at a 
recent sale in London, I might have 
expected a mild rap over the 
knuckles from my good friend, Mr. 
Meehan, the City Marshal. 

He telis me that I did not 
exactly do Sir James Kingston 
James, K.B., full justice when [ 
said he was Lord Mayor of Dublin 
from 1821-22 and from 1840-41. In 
fact, his earlier period of office ex- 
tended from 1820-22. I said, also, 
that he became City Treasurer after 
his last term as Lord Mayor, but, 
according to Mr. Meehan, he held 
this position for fourteen years— 
from 1828 to 1842. 

In addition, I learn, he was 
Sheriff with Robert Karly from 
1811 to 1812, and was a member of 
the Common Council for the Gild 
of Merchants from 1811. Mem- 
bers of previous Common Councils 
were James Napper Tandy, John 
Beresford, and William Cope. The 
Corporation consisted of the Lord 
Mayor, two Sheriffs, Sheriffs’ 
Peers, and the Common Council, 
representing twenty-five Gilds. 
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Louis le Brocquy, one of the most 
interesting of our young artists, 
adds a great deal to Jimmy O’Dea’s 
excellent Laughter at Eight by 
the brilliance of his sets.
